ISIX MILES OF POLICE GUARD 
KING FROM SUFFRAGETTES 


Route From Castle to Racecourse Lined by 
Policemen, and Triple Rails Prevent Per- 
sons From Getting to Royal Box. 


LONDON, June 16.—Never before have 
such precautions been taken to guard 
members of the royal family from the 
suffragettes as were taken today at the 
Ascot racecourse. The opening of the 
leading society bace meeting found more 
than 1000 London” policemen and hun- 


dreds of detectives from Scotland Yard 
asserAbled on the historic course as re- 
inforcements for the regular Berkshire 
County police force, which had been 
mobilized in full strength. 

The six-mile route from Windsor 
Castle to the course was lined all the 
Way by policemen. 

The militants, despite the Queen's 
threat to cancel the rest of the sea- 
son’s social engagements, showed 
themselves more determined than 
ever to obtain publicity for their 
cause by attacking the King. "a 

The arrangements for guarding the 
entrance to the royal enclosure on 
the racecourse were more stringent 
than ever. Every applicant for a 
ticket had to be vouched for by some 
responsible official. 

The track was closely guarded an:l 
there were triple rails to prevent any 
unauthorized persons from reaching it 
For several days past, throughout the 
day and night, men accompanied by 
watch dogs have patrolled the course 
and alarm guns have been placed in

LEAPS FROM AUTO 
WHEN TRAPPED IN 


Edward H. Rabenberg Saves His 
Life at Ellendale;.Machine 
is Smashed. 


Edward H. Rabenberg of 7125 Maric 
avenue, vice-president of the St. Louis 
Roofing Co., and former member of the 
House of Delegates from the Twenty- 
veurth Ward, narrowly escaped death a‘ 
7:45 a. m. Tuesday, when his automo- 
bile was grazed by an inbound Missouri 
Pacific passenger train as he was driv- 
ing over the tracks at Ellendale Station, 
between Benton and Maplewood. 

Rabenberg was on his way to a reg- 
istration place north of the tracks on 
Manchester road. Ha told a roliceman 
afterwards that the gates at the cross- 
-ng Were up, and that no signal of warn- 
ing was sounded or displayed. As he 
drove on the tracks, he said, he saw 
the train approaching so swiftly that he 
knew he would be unable to clear the 
tracks. 


Rabenberg jumped over the hood of 
the auto, scrambling to safety just as 
the car was grazed by the locomotive. 

John Leahy of 7219 Old Manchester 
road, gateman at the crossing, said he 
failed to get the gates lowered in time 


to the tracks. When the gates fell, 
Rabenberg was shut in, directly in the 
path of the train. The crash came a 
moment after Rabenberg leaped from 
his car, he said the impact hurling the 
machine against the north gate, break- 
ing it down. 

Rabenberg, as a member of the 
House Public Improvements Committee 
at the last session, made a fight to 
protect this particular grade crossing 
among others, and once succeeded in 
getting Police Captain O’Brien, then in 
charge of the Mounted District, to sta- 

on a pagrolman there at night. 

Rabenberg said he asked the flagman 
in charge Tuesday why he failed to 
lower the gates at the approach of the 
Kirkwood train, and the watchman re- 
plied: “‘I thought you could make it,

Justice 
Willecken said Tuesday to a reporter 
that he would issue a warrant in the 
afternoon charging Stickney with speed- 
ing at the rate of 40 sniles an hour. 

It was saia by the deputy that the 
Stickney-Dozier party, with Stickney 
at the wheel, twice increased the speed 
of their car in an attempt to outpace 
him on his motor cycle, and stopped 
after a chase of two miles, when the 
deputy got ahead of the car and blocked 
the way. 

Stickney explained to the officer that 
the party was hungry and they were 
hurrying to a cafe. The arrest was 
made on Olive street road, a mile and a 
half west of the Ballast road, and the 
next hogtelry in that direction wa_ 3t 
Gumbo. 

The deputy said that Stickney, when 
stopped, smilingly declared that the car 
was ‘“‘stolen,”’ in reply to a question as 
to the name of the ewner. “In that case 
I will not accept your bond here, and 
you will have to drive in to Clayton,” 
the deputy announced. ‘“‘Well, under the 
circumstances, I will admit the car be- 
longs to Mr. Dozier,”’ said Stickney. 

Dozier told a reporter they were not 
exceeding 2 miles an hour at any time. 
He said his sister and a friend were 
with him and Stickney and they were 
driving out with a hamper to picnic at 
dusk. The motor-cycle patrolman warned 
them once that they were driving care- 
lessiy, ‘Dozier said, and a few minutes 
later arrested them.

MAN SKILLED BY 
FALL OF 150 FEI 
OFF QUARRY LEDGE 


Worker Pushing Truck Plunges 
With It When It Strikes 
Rock on Track. 


HE IS CRUSHED BY CAR 


Branina Vartolo Meets Death in 
Spectacular Accident at 
Bambrick Pit. 


— 


Branina Vartclo, 38 years old, of 1230 
North Ninth street, was killed in a 
spectacular way at §:30 4. Mm. Tuesday, 
when a truck he was pushing on a track 


latruck a rock and plunged off into the 
pit of Bambrick’s quarry, 160 feet be- 
low the ledge on which it had been. 
Vartole, holding to the truck, was cal- 
ried along with it. 

The truck had been loaded with stones. 
These fell off as the truck, with its 
human burden desperately clinging to it. 
trying to hold it back, toppled into the 
pit. Vartolo landed first, and the truck, 
falling on top of him, crushed him, The 
impact demolished the truck. 


Four Workers See Man Fall. 
Four men, hoisting rock on the ledge 


on which Yartolo had been working, 
said they saw him carried over into 
the pit. They hurried to the edge of 
the ledge and saw only the splintered 
truck at the bettom of the pit. 
they found Vartolo’s crushed body un- 
cer the debris. 

Vartolo’s duty was pushing the truck 
along the tracks on the ledge while 
recks were hoisted upon it. The track 
runs diagonally along the ledge, its 
eastern terminus being 10 feet from ths 
edge of the ledge and its western termi- 
nus only two feet from the edge. 

Vartolo was near the western terminus 
when the truck hit the rock and carried 
him to his death. The truck was about 
8 feet long and 4 feet wide. 

Ledge 50 Feet Down. 

Thirty-five other workmen were on 
various ledges in the quarry, Dut none 
of them saw Vartolo fall. The ledge on 
which Vartolo was working is 50 feet 
below the surface. 

Bambrick’s quarry is at 6229 St. Louts 
avenue. Vartolo was married and had 
been employed there about six months.

GEN. ROSALIE JONES 
DARES WATTERSON 
10 DEBATE HERE 


Touring Mis-| 
souri for the ‘“‘Cause,’”’ Speaks 
Before Courthouse. 
WEARS FAMOUS CAPE 
Leader in Women’s Eastern 
Marches Adwocates Publicity 
in the State Campaign. 


“General” Rosalie Jones, suffragette, 


five feet tall and attractive, spent Mon- 
day night in St. Louis, and made two 
speeches for equal suffrage—one at the 
courthouse and the other at a ‘‘politi- 
Clan’s banquet” given by the St. Louis 
Equal Suffrage League at the Mission 
Inn, Grand and Magnolia avenues. 


Miss Jones won the title ‘“General’’ by 


leading two groups of New York women 


in the cause of equal suffrage—one on a 
walk to Albany and tne other to Wash- 
ington. She is touring Missouri in be- 
half of the cause. 

When she alighted from a train at the 
Washington avenue station about 6 ». 
m., she was dressed tn black, owing to 
the recent death of her father. She 
wore the same ‘Pilgrim cape’’ over her 
shoulders which she wore on her 
marches. She was alone and carried 
only a suit case. 

“O, that looks like old times,” she 
said, when Mrs. David O’Neil and Mrs 
Alice Curtice Moyer of the local league 
escorted her to a big auto covered wita 
equal suffrage banners. 


, Speaks at the Courthouse.. 

Accompanied by two other autos con- 
taining the reception committee, she 
was whirled to the courthouse. A crowd 
of about 250 men and women groupe“ 
about the machine, attracted by the ban- 
ner. Mrs. Moyer introduced Miss Jones 
to them. Standing in the auto, with her 
Pilgrim cape about her, she spoke to the 
crowd. 

Her speech was made from a practice! 
standpoint. “We cnly ask for votes thet 
we may safeguard ourselves,’’ she said 
“We women pay taxes—why shdilldn’t 
we have a say-so as to how that tax 
money is to be spent? 

“Statistics show that only a little ove: 
5 per cent of the criminals are women. 
Then why shouldn’t women have a hand 
in making the laws which they obey so 
well?’ 


Hundred at Banquet Table. 
She spoke for 16 minutes. Once, when 


a man handed a cup of water to her, as 
her voice grew husky, she said, “I’m 

ecrtainly glad you gave me cold watce 

intead of throwing it on me.” 

She invited questions, and several men 
the crowd asked them. These were 
avpswered, each with a witty turn. 

On the way to the Mission Inn her 
auto stovped a few minutes at Grand 
ard Olive street. “‘Gen.”’ Jones started 
tc make an address there, but as she 
had no permit, the traffic policeman 
raid he would not advise it, and so the 
journey was continued. 

More than a hundred persons sat at 
the bafiquet table in the Inn grove. 

Owing to threatened rain, Mrs. George 
Gellhorn, toastmistress, had the 
speeches made during the progress of 
the dinner. Mayor Kiel won applause by 
stating that he had taken orders from 
women before and expected to in the 
future. He contributed $% of the $540 
raised during the evening by Mrs. B. 
Morrison-Fuller, State vice-president, 
for the suffrage campaign. 

Publicity the Big Need. 

‘‘General’’ Jones spoke from the cen- 
ter of the hollow square formed by the 
tables. 

“What we need in our cause is pub- 
licity,”” she said. ‘‘For, no matter how 
great the cause, it will die for the lack 
of publicity. To make a success in 
Missouri each one of you present must 
convert 10 others to the cause. Then 
these converted ones will help continue 
the work.’’ 

When she had spoken for 15 minutes 
and was about to stop, the audience 
called, “‘Go on, go on!”’ 

‘Don’t you know better than to tell a 
woman to keep on talking?’ she asked. 
Then she told of her two marching 
trips. 

“We made people think on those 
trips,”’ she said. ‘‘Why, you would be 
surprised to know of the curiosity which 
we aroused. On those trips people would 
come from 580 miles around, and, after 
speaking to us, touch our Pilgrim 
capes for luck."’ 

After her address Joseph Wright. 
member of the Progressive party: Wil- 
liam Marion Reedy, Lee Meriwether and 
others spoke. 

During a slight intermission “Gen. 
Jones was toldyby a reporter of the at- 
tack upon the cause which Henry Wat- 
terson, the Louisville editor, had made 
in New York. 

“Really, do you know I think that 
Col. Watterson should dress in knee 
breeches and wear nice fluffy laces and 
such,” she said. ‘“‘He. belongs to the 
age when they wore such things. I! 
think such attire would be quite appro- 
prite In his case. As for the Colonel's 
attacks on suffrage, he is doing us a 
great good.” 

Challenge to Watterson. 

When told that Watterson had said 
that women by their suffrage cravings 
had broken up peace-.in the only place 
where a man could find it, the home,

BLOOMINGTON, IIL, June 16.—With 
business suspegded and the city in 
mourning, Bloomington this afternoon 
paid final honors to former Vice-Presi- 
dent Adlai E. Stevenson. The body lay 
in state in the rotunda of the courthouse 
for two hours, while thousands filed 
past. 

The procession to the church was 
headed by a band, a troop of Illinois 
National Guard and surviving members 
of the Stevenson Escort Club, a famous 
marching organization of the campaign 
of 1892, which accompanied the Vice- 
President-elect to the inauguration at 
Washington. There followed 300 miners 
from the McLean County mine, of which 
Stevenson was for many years presi- 
dent, members of the Bar Association 
the Mayor and city officials, and numer- 
ous local organizations. 3 

The Second Presbyterian Church, the 
largest in the city, held only a fractior. 
of those assembled. The services were 
conducted by the Rev. J. N. Elliott and 
the Rev. Edgar D. Jones of Blooming- 
ton, and the Rev. Martin D. Hardin of 
Chicago, a son-in-law of Stevenson. The 
interment at the Bloomington Cemetery 
was private. 

The list of honorary pallbearers in- 
cluded many men prominent in law, 
politics and business, headed by James 
S. Ewing, formerly Ambassador to Bel- 
gium and long Stevenson's law partner; 
former Gov. Joseph W. Fifer, Congress- 
man Fitzhenry and former Congressman 
Sterling. 

Among the notable persons present 
were former Vice-President Fairbanks, 
former Gov. Francis of Missouri, Gov 
and Mrs. Dunne, . Secretary of . State 
Woods, Auditor Brady, State Treasurer 
Ryan and Attorney-General and Mrs. 
Lucey. The members of the State Board 
of Pardons, of which Stevengon’s son 
Lewis G. Stevenson, is president, were 
present, and the Iroquois Club of Chicage 
was represented.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Shall baking

* This ta.the latest conundrum Congress 
been asked to solve. A committee 
of statesmen will be compelled to find an 
answer this summer, if the activities of 
the representatives of the Baking Pow- 
der Trust and the Independents prevail. 
One of the independent manufacturers 
discovered recently that a drop of al- 
bumen from the white of an egg has 
great potentialities in the baking pow- 
der business. A small amount of albu- 
men will make baking powder rise with 
a rapidity and regularity that will put 
te shame old-fashioned brands, he dis- 
covered. Inasmuch as the rise is the all 
important element in baking powder, the 
independent manufacturer immediately 
applied the albumen to his brand. 
When the spring season opened, this 
beking powder man started an army of 
drummers through the country, armed 
with the magic high-rising baking pow- 
der. By a simple test it took these 


a4rummers onty a few minutes to prove to 


the jobbers and grocerymen that their 
baking powder would rise higher and 
faster than any other baking powder 
that ever found its way to the kitchen. 


Orders Peur in te Factery. 
The net result of their demonstrations 
on the grocery counters was that orders 
poured into the home office with such 
rapidity the plant had to be worked in 
three shifts. 

The independent drummers were fol- 
lowed by the Baking Powder Trust 
salesmen, who discovered there was 
little demand for the “‘old reliable.’’ 

It was decided to lay the matter be- 
fore Congress. A representative was 
hurried to Washington and after con- 
ferences with various Government of- 
ficials he saw Representative French of 
Idaho, who introduced the following 
bill in the House:

Section 10 of the said Food and Drugs 
Act.”’ 

As soon as the bill was introduced, 
thousands of copies were mailed to the 
trade throughout the land. 

When the independents heard of the 
French bill, one of their agents hurried 
to Washington and laid the matter be.- 
fore a friend who knows the way of 
Congress. 


- Problem for Grocerymen. 

The following day Representative 
Broussard of Louisiana introduced this 
bill in the House: 

“That from and after July 1, 1914, it 
shall be unlawful to manufacture or 
sell within the District of Columbia or 
in any other territory of the United 
States, or to ship from one state or 
territory to any other state or territory, 
or the District of Columbia, or to a 
foreign country, any baking powder 
which does not contain egg albumen 
af an ingredient thereof.

CHICAGO, June 16.—TWo years of col- 
lege work are planned to be added to 
the Chicago High School curriculum 
next year, according to an announce- 
ment today by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, 
Superintendent of Public Schools.

Bach Aphyxiated When He En- 
ters Hold of Oil Ship Filled 
With Poisonous Gases. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—The story 
of the remarkable bravery of six men, 
five of whom, unmindful of their own 


fate, plunged one after the other into 
the hold of an oil ship filled with poison- 
ous gases in an attempt to save a com- 
rade, was brought to light today, when 
the British steamer San Valeree docked 
at Point Breeze from Tuxpam, Mexico, 
where six members of her crew are 
buried in a single grave alongside a 
Standard Oi] pipe line. The men who 
lost their lives are: 

S. F. Elliott, first mate, Sunderland: 
W. Shuff, boatman, Dover; H. C. Cous- 
ins, ship’s carpenter, Bastham: C. Can- 
nell, seaman, Suffolk; W. Garbinen, sea- 
man, Finland, and W. F. Stanhope, fire- 
man, address unknown. 

Fiction never invented a stranger tale 
than that told by the surviving 45 mem- 
bers of the steamer’s crew. 

_ First one man went down into the 
gaseous interior of the ship, then an- 
other, and another, until six were in 
the hold. Each man who went to the 
-rescue of the first victim fully realized 
what he was doing, for there-was little 
chance he would emerge alive. 

Elliott was the first to descend. He 
went down to stop a leak. He was 
closely followed by the sixth engineer, 
named Keith. Keith felt himself being 
overcome by the fumes and managed 
to crawl back to the deck. He told those 
about him of the probable fate of El- 
liott, and at once five men volunteered 
to descend into the hold. One by one 
they went below and remained there. 
Apparently they lost consciousness with- 
in 12 feet of the top of the ladder. Fi- 
nally the Captain signaled to Tuxpam 
for help. 

Meantime a fireman wearing a smoke 
helmet went below and brought the 
bodies to the deck, soon after which a 
Standard Oil lamnch came alongside 
with Dr. James Williams, who pro- 
nounced the men all dead. The bodies 
were taken ashore and buried by the 
crew of the ship. 

Capt. Gadaou can offer no explana- 
tion for the presence of the gases in 
the ship's hold.

Senate Democrats Tell Him at]

ABSHINGTON June 16.—With vir- 
tually a hope for an early adjournment 
of Congress abandoned, Democratic 
leaders in the Senate prepared today tc] 
Push to completion the administration’s |. 
Program of anti-trust legislation. This] 
course was planned as the result of a 
conference between President Wilsoa | ‘ 
and leaders among the Senate Demo- 
crats at the White House last night, at 
which the legislation the President 
wants enacted before adjournment of 
Congress was discussed. 

The only measures on the program, 
the enactment of which will be insisted 
upon, are the anti-trust bills already 
passed by the House, or similar meas- 
ures. It was generally agreéd at the 
conference that Congress should be kept 
in session until the anti-trust program is 
put through, despite the anxiety in Con- 
gress for an early adjournment. The 
President in outlining his position told 
the Senators that, while he also was 
anxious for an early adjournment, yet 
he strongly felt that the anti-trust pro- 
Sram should be enacted in the present 
session. 

That rapid progress was being made 
on the anti-trust bills now under con- 
sideration by Senate committees was the 
report made to the President by the 
Democratic leaders and it was conceded 
by the conferees that there should be 
little difficulty in getting these meas- 
ures reported to the Senate and passed 
by that body. 

President Wilson's declaration that. 
despite what he characterized as a delib- 
erate campaign by certain interests for 
an adjournment of Congress and post- 
ponement of the administrations trust 
legislation program, he would use every 
influence at his command to get the 
pending bills through the Senate at this 
session, continued today to be the sub- 
ject of widespread comment in Congress. | |

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"=  PATMONT VANISHES 
IN DETROIT AFTER 
LEAVING CHURGH 


“Dry” Worker Said to Have 
Made Will, Which Also Has 
Disappeared. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 18.—The police 
department, after working on the case 
nearly all night, said today they were 
absolutely without a clew to the where- 
abouts of the Rev. Louis R. Patmont, 
the Westville (Ill.) “dry’’ worker, who 
disappeared last night from his tempo- 
rary home here, where he had been 
staying since his alleged kidnaping in 
Illinois in March. 

The minjster’s wife and friends als» 
said they had heard nothing from him 
since he attended church services last 
evening, and started for his rooming 
place, two miles distant. Patmont and 
his wife have been living in Detroit 
most of the time since he was found ir: 
the garret of a house near Columbia, Ill. 
where he insisted he had been aeid in 
captivity by kidnapers. 

His dicappearance in Illinois resulted 
in a nation-wide search, and when he 
was found he gave out a sensational ac 
count of his abduction and alleged harsh 
treatment. 

The Rev. C. F. Witty of this city took 
an active part in the search for Pat- 
mont when the latter first disappeared 
and when he was found Witty had 
him brought here and secreted in u 
house at 160 West Perry avenue. Sev- 
eral days ago, it is said, Patmont de- 
clared he thought several men were fol- 
lowing him. Believing his life was in 
danger, he made out his will, accord- 
ing to his friends, and the instrument 
was completed and signed yesterday 
They now say they do not know what 
became of the will. 

Patmont’s expenses in the ‘“‘dry’’ cam- 
paign prior to his disappearance in li- 
linois were paid by the local church, 
presided over by the Rev. Mr. Witty. 

The missing man was to have departed 
early today for St. Louis to attempt ‘to 
identify a man held there as a suspect 
in the alleged kidnaping.

Examiner Finds Only Receipts 
for Collateral and Calls in 
Attorney-General.

$1,500,000 IS 


Cent More 
Than He’d Pay for Depositor’s 
Claim, Says Official.

CHICAGO, June 16.—A report on his 
examination of the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank was expected 
to be made today by Daniel V. Harkin, 
State Bank Examiner, to Attorney-Gen- 
eral Patrick J. Lucey. 

Harkin’s detailed report on the condi- 
tion of the bank, he said, could not bs 
presented to James J. Brady, State 
Auditor, before tomorrow. Ha said that 
his report was delayed by searches for 
collateral in large amounts for which he 
found only receipts in the bank’s vaults. 
“It will be my duty to lay these facts 
at once before the Attorney-General,” 
said Harkin. 

More Than Million Involved, 

It is rumored that Harkin has been un- 
able to account for at least a million and 
a half dollars. 

Harkin will report to the Attorney- 
General among other things these find- 
ings: 

That he has been unable to locate in 
the bank vaults a substantial part of 
the bonds and securities, questioned by 
him in January, and now listed as part 
of the suspended bank’s assets. Only 
“receipts’’ for large quantities of this 
collateral could be found when the 
vaults were unsealed. 

That he has found one note for $50,000 
given by W. A. McHie, which was car- 
ried as $12,500, and that the collateral 
furnished by McHie has disappeared, 
McHie freely admitted he owed the in- 
stitution $50,000 and said he was pre 
pared to pay it. He asserted he had 
pain interest on the $50,000 last month 
and he supposed the collateral to be safe 
in the possession of the bank. 

“Does 2 per cent represent a fair 
estimate of what the depositors will be 
able to recover after all is said and 
done?” Harkin was asked, 

“That is more than I would give for 
a depositor’s claim,’’ was Harkins’ flat 
answer. 

Syndicate to Take Bank. 

That a syndicate of bankers who 
are members of the clearing house is 
being organized to take over the 
La Salle Street Bank, was confirmed 
by C. B. Munday, vice-president. The 
plan includes the immediate pur- 
chase of the institution and the re- 
tiremsnt of Munday and William Lor- 
imer, the president. 
myself resign to restore confidence,” 
Munday asserted. ‘‘We reached this 
conclusion after a few of the principal 
stockholders had talked over the mat- 
ter. Our resignations were not sug- 
gested, but it is evident that it is the 
only thing we can do. 

“The La Salle Street Bank, under the 
reorganization, should be permitted to 
reopen at once. The four outside State 
banks which have been closed will be

County, where the entire country has 

been placed under quarantine. 

So far the disease has been located 
and quarantined in the following coun- 
ties, also: Monroe, Chautauqua, Cat- 
taragus, Genesee, Steuben, Ontario, 
Onondaga, Madison, Cortland, Broome, 
Chenango, Washington, Rennsalaer and 
Orange. 

Westchester County is the only county 
‘o be entirely quarantined so far. Next 
‘9 Westchester the disease has reached 
ts greatest prevalence in Monroe and 
Steuben counties.

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INQUIRY BEGUN IN. 
CFA DISASTER THAT 
COST 1000 LIVES 


60 Witnesses Called in Inquiry 
to Fix Blame for ‘Empress 
of Ireland’’ Collision. 


By Associated Press. 

QUEBEC, June 16.—With practically 
all the witnesses and a host of counsel 
in attendance, the Court of Inquiry un- 
der the presidency of Lord Mersey, 
the British jurist, today begins its in- 
vestigation of the St. Lawrence River 


disaster in which the Canadian Pacific 
steamer Empress of Ireland sank and 
more than a thousand persons lost their 
lives. 

The inquiry is expected to center about 
tro main points, these being the ques- 
tion of the international rules designed 
Lo prevent collisions and the action tak- 
en by the captain of the Storstad, the 
steamer which collided with the Em- 
press of Ireland, subsequent to the dis- 
aster. 

Contentions of the Storstad, 

It is expected that counsel for the 
owners and officers of the Storstad will 
contend that when the two vessels sight- 
ed each other, the Storstad was off the 
starboard bow of the Empress of Ire- 
land and according to the rules of the 
sea the Canadian Pacific liner was 
bound to keep out of her way. 

Emphasis may also be laid on the fact 
that the faster vessel, the Empress of 
Ireland. was going down stream ani 
the Storstadt coming up. 

As to events following the collision, 
the representatives for the Storstad will 
offer testimony to show that the eol- 
Her heard the cries of the dying and 
whintled repeatedly to the Empress biit 
received no reply and immediately low- 
ered boats to engage in the work of 
rescue. 

The Government has subpenaed be- 
tween sixty and seventy witnesses and 
the inquiry is expected to be in session 
a week. 

Many Lawyers at Hearing. 

Examination of witnesses was in 
charge of Edmund L. Newcombe, K. C., 
Deputy Minister of Justice. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad, owners of the 
Empress, placed its case in the care of 
Bueler Aspinal, K. C., London, Eag- 


Jand, and several local lawyers. Coun- 


Rel for Capt. Kendall and. the officers 
and crew of the Empress were Aine 
Geoffrion, K. C., Montreal and A. C. 
M. Thompson, Quebec. 

The Storstad’s owners relied on C. A. 
Duclos, Montreal, J. W. Griffin and Cc. 
S. Haigh, New York, both members of 
the United States Admiralty, Norman 
Beecher of New York and Arthur Fitz- 
patrick, Quebec. 

Newcombe opened by outlining the 
salient features of the foundering of 
the Empress as at present known. 

Death List Now 1014, 

It had been very difficult, New- 
combe said, for the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad to obtain accurate figures 
of the death list on account of the 
number of European foreigners on 
board, but it was now placed at 1014, 
with 468 saved. 

Newcombe declared that the case 
invited the most searching inquiry 


|not only to ascertain the immediate 


cause of the disaster, but, also, if 
any lesson could be learned for fu- 
ture advantage in shipbuilding and 
navigation. 

The nature of the damage which 
the Empress had received, he went 
on, could not be proved. 

Divers had been there but it was 
impossible for them to ascertain her 
condition, as she was lying on her 
side in the mud. The question of 
pilotage was not involved. The reg- 
ulations for preventing collisions at 
sea applied to the case, he said. 


Insurance Report Made on Metropoli- 
tan Life. 

The Superintendent of Insurance for 
the State of New York has just com- 
pleted his triennial examination of the 
affairs of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co., as required by the laws of that 
State. The chief examiner of the State, 
in his concluding remarks, says: 

“The treatment by this cempany of 
its policy holders by the prompt pay- 
ment of their claims, in the voluntary 
payment of millions of dollars in bon- 
uses and in its social welfare work, are 
features of the company’s business 
which deserve commendation.” 

The report shows thatthe company 
has returned $35,367,298 In boi:uses to in- 
dustrial policy holders in 19 years. Ac- 
cording to the report the company has 
assets of $447,829,229 and liabilities of 
$414, 244,327. 


Dies in Westminster Abbey. 

LONDON, June 16.—The Rt. Rev. Al- 
fred Robert Tucker, Canon of Durham 
since 1911, became suddenly ill in West- 
minster Abbey yesterday and died in 
that edifice. Canon Tucker was Bishop 
of Eastern Equitorial, Africa, from 18% 
to 189, and Bishop of Uganda from 1889 
to 1911.

“Unfair to Pass Judgment Now.” 

In his statement Representative Hull, 
after referring to the successful admin- 
istration of more than 50 similar in- 
come tax laws in other countries, says: 

“It would be both harsh and unfair 
to pronounce permanent judgment on 
the law at present. To place any com- 
prehensive tax law upon a satisfactory 
administrative basis and to secure its 
normal yield of revenue, requires one or 
two years. The law ‘n its operation 
has only applied teus far to fractional 
parts of the year 1913. 

“Many thousands of taxable persons, 
both here and temporarily abroad, have 
not yet made returns. On account of 
the brief time allowed in which to get 
familiar with the laws and the regula- 
tions an immense portion of the re- 
turns that were made are inaccurate. 
The method of withholding the tax at 
the source of the income and paying to 
the Government, under which the reve- 
nues of England were doubled the first 
year of its operation, did not apply to 
the year 1913.

“While the law apparently applied to 
all taxable incomes for the last 10 
months of 1913, the facts are that it 
only applied for four months of this 
period with respect to all semi-annual 
income payable in January and July.

Difficulties of School Discipline. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

To judge by the cartoon in Saturday’s Post- 

Dispatch, one would suppose that the teaching 

- force in the public schools were a bloodthirsty, 
vinegar-blooded crowd; unwilling to study child 
nature, ready to punish with the rod the slightest 
childish misdemeanor. As a matter of fact, any 
public schoo! teacher will employ absolutely every 
other possible means to correct a child before 
resorting to corporal punishment. The regula- 
tions of the School Board state, and the teachers 
know, that their discipline is supposed to be the 
control that a kind parent would exert in his own 
household. And that is all that is necessary in 
dealing with the average child. 

But, how atout the child who is defiant of all 
authority, disrespectful, impudent, who has had 
poor if any home training, having sometimes pos- 
ttively vicious, immoral tendencies? A person who 
hag never been up agesinst this sort may find. it 

hard to believe that a child can be all this. But 
every teacher has had to deal with such cases. It 
ia not at all an uncommon occurrence in some of 
our public schools for a big bully of a boy to 
strike a teacher; and that not in self-defensc. 
“ either. In some districts, some of the worse class 
‘of boys will call out insultingly on the streets 
after teachers who are refined gentlewomen. You 
‘will say this is exceptional. Not so very, not co 
exceptional as the application of corporal pun- 
ishment 

You may gush as you please, but if the prin- 
etpal is spunky enough, (after, of course, trying 
m suasion, the influence of several different 
teachers, and all the other preferable methods) 
to Tay a rattan onto one of these little bullies, 
almost invariably the result {s, not a broken spir- 

. tt or a sneaking cowardice, but a decidedly sweet- 

_ sened disposition, and the quelling of a bad influ- 
‘ence in the room. If he had been suspended, he 

. ‘would simply have repeated his antics at the other 
‘ school to which he would have been sent. The 
Whipping at least brought him to his senses suf- 
ficiently to make im realize that he can not 
trample on the rights of others with impunity: 
it presented to him in a concrete form the truth 
‘that you cannot do wrong in this world without 
having it come back to you. 

Mobody should be allowed to be cruel to a chfld: 
he has a right to a proper and kindly rearing. 
But the teachers are a cultured, refined, well- 
meaning body; and even when they must punish, 
they have the interest of the child at heart.

ARTICLE IV.—Administrative Department. 

Section 2. The Mayor shall appoint the follow- 
ing officers, who shall hold their office for four 
years, and until their successors shall have been 
duly appointed and qualified, to-wit: A City Coun- 
selor, such District Assessors as may be provided 
by ordinance, Superintendent of Workhouse, 
Superintendent of House of Refuge, Superintend- 
ent of Fire and Police Telegraph, Commissioner of 
Supplies, Assessor of Water Rates, two Police 
Justices, Attorney, Jailer, and five Commissioners 
on Oharitable Institutions: Provided, however, 
that the first appointments under this Oharter 
shall be for two years only, so that the appoint- 
ments made thereafter, shall be made at the be- 
ginning of the third year of the Mayor's term.

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Automobiles 
Are a Century Old 


HE first application of steam pow- 
T er for propeiling carriages was 
made by Oliver Evans, 
in New York 9 years ago. Evans was 
born in Delaware in 1775, and in his 
youth was a wheelwright’s apprentice. 
About 1800 he attempted to build a 
horseless carriage, but the result, which 
was an ordinary carriage with a steam 
engine to supply the motive power, 
caused so much mirth and derision that 
Evans abandoned the scheme. He made 
several improvements in milling machin- 
ery and in 1814 invented the first steam 
dredging machine in America. Other 
inventors continued to dream of horse- 
less carriages. About half a century 
ago New York was convulsed witH mer. 
riment over what was called the ‘“‘steam 
man,’’ a figure constructed to drag a 
phaeton. About the same time in En- 
gland the Earl ef Caithness invented a 
steam carriage in which he made a 
journey of 140 miles in two days. R. 
W. Thomson of Edinburgh applied In- 
dia rubber to the tires of the wheels of a 
road steamer in 1868. The first vehicle 
to bear any resemblance to the automo- 
bile of today was built by Siegfried 
Marcus of Vienna in 1873. It was driven 
by an internal combustien motor, but 
it served no practical purpose other 
than pointing the way to later and 
more successful inventors.
